ning from six months to three years 
to fill the gap between’ short time 


credit furnished by the national 
and state banking systems, and the 
long time credit furnished by these 
systems, farm mortgage institutions 
and the federal farm loan system. 

“There is immediate, imperative 
and conclusive necessity of setting 
Up permanent machinery of this 
kind,” declared Sydney Anderson, 


chairman of the joint ‘commissioh, 
in a statement issued today. 

“This credit mus®be of such char- 
acter as to conform to the farmers’ 


_turnover and of sufficient flexibili- 


ty to meet the varied requirements 
of different localities and different 
commodities,” he said. “It must be 
extended for a time sufficient to 
enable payment to be made out of 
earnings of the farm, without fre- 
quent renewals which add to the 
expense of the borrower in fees and 
commissions. 

“It is clear that machinery of suf- 
ficient scope can be established only 
by federal legislation, such as 
brought about the establishment of 
federal reserve system, and the fed- 
eral loan system. A system estab- 
lished by such machinery must be 
comprehensive enough to meet the 
requireménts, not only of the large 
farm borrower, but the small farm 
borrower with limited assets. + 

Two Essential Factors. 

“There are two essentials of such 
a credit mdchine. The first essen- 
tial is an ageney to deal directly 
with tha farmers. These agencies 
should be sufficiently numerous to 
meet the requirements of every |10- 
cality, of every commmodity and of 
every ‘armer. ‘l.wo agencies now 
exist which might be used as the 
point of contact ot the system with 
the farm-borrower. These agencies 
are the commercial state and na- 
tional banks, and the farm loan 
associations as now established un- 
der the farm loan act. A new agenc 
might be created in the form of a 
co-operative credit association built 
upon lines similar to the farm loan 
association. 

“The second eusentin is an 
agency which can convert a large 
number of small obligations of the 
farmers into short-time credits or 
other credit obligations, which can 
be sold to the investing public. In 
other words, it fs necessary to have 
an agency through which the in- 
vesting public can be reached. 

“The character of both agencies is 
largely dependent upon whether it 
is proposed to have the debentures 
or securities absorbed by the de- 
posit pool,’ represented by the de- 
posits of the national “and state 
banks, and the liquid assets of the 
country, or by the investment pool, 
representing the capital ordinarily 
invested in long-time securities. 


Use Present Agencies. 


“In setting up the agency to deal 
directly with the farmer-borrower, 
it is desirable to use the primary 
credit agencies already existing, 
and there would seem to be no rea- 
son why it snould not be possible to 
use both the commercial banks, 
State and national, and the farm 


loan agsodjations. 


“In like manner, in order to set 
up the agency to distribute farm 
credit to the investin public, 
whether in the form of the original 
obligation or in the form of de- 
bentures or other secur erat it may 
be possible to use both th q farm 
joan B banks and the federal eserve 
ba 
“The joint commission of agriful- 
tural inquiry nas for some ti 
been devoting itself to an intens oa 
study, first, of the credit require- 
ments of the farmer, and, second, of 
the rélative merits of different 
methods of meeting these require- 
ments. 

“Such a plan will complement the 
credit facilities now offered 
through the farm loan system and 
the federal reserve system, and 
will give to the American farmer 
the most: comprehensive and flex- 
ible credit system in the world.”

New York, August 31.—Dirigible 
balloon D-6, the largest American 
naval aircraft of its type, the blimp 
H-1, and the kite balloon AP, were 
destroyed by a fire which also razed 
the hangar today at the Rockaway 
Point naval air Station.

Sensational Change 
In Fixing Rate. 


The legislature then proceeded to 
do what ie unique in the fixing of 
tax rates by passing a sliding scale 
law that automatically determines 
the rate upon the basis of the states 
assessed valuations. 

I will quote this law: 

“If the total assessment of all prop- 
erty in the etate of Tennessee, sub- 
ject to a direct property tax, excluding 
merchants’ capital, shall in any year 
nine hundred million dollars and less 
than ten hundred million dollars, the 
tax rate for the state shall be 31% 
cents; for schools 13% cents; for high- 
ways 9 cents, and for university fund 
4% cents. If the total assessment shal! 
be ten hundred million dollars and less 
than eleven hundred million dollars the 
tax rate for state purposes shall be 
28 cents, 12 cents for schools, 8 cents 
for highways, and 4 cents for the uni- 
versity fund. 

‘Tf the total assessments of ajl nrop- 
erty shall be eleven hundred million 
dollars and less than twelve hundred 
million. dollars the tax rate shall be 
25% cents for state purposes, 11 cents 
for schools, 74% cents for highways, ard 
8% cents for university fund. If the 
total assessment shall be twelve hundred 
million dollars and less than thirteen 
hundred million dollars the tax rate for 
state purposes shall be 24 cents, 10% 
cents for schools, 7 cents for highways 
and 3% cents for the university fund.

Hidden Property 


Brought to Surface. 

With the new. system put rigidly 
in effect in 1920, it is interesting 
to note the results, 

Much property was discovered 
which had never been assessed and 
which was bearing no part what- 
ever cf the state’s burden. Millions 
of dollars’ worth of property be- 
longing to gigantic corporations 
doing business in Tennessee and 
reaping handsome incomes from 
such businesses was only nominally 
on the tax books prior to the pas- 
gage of thesc acts, and as hereto- 
fore stated, it was common knowl- 
edge throughout the etate that the 
assessments presented a putrescent 
and indefensible condition of af- 
fairs. 

The legislature, when it created 
the state board of equalization and 
direoted it to overhaul, revise and 


reform assessments, was acting ag 
it thought advisedliy. They knew 
that the injustice of the system was 
so manifest that it could no longer 
be tolerated, and vet no member 
of the legislature was prepared for 
the revelations which followed, or 
had even a slight conception of 
the extent of the injustice being 
done the state and certain tax- 
payers. 

Officials who were charged with 
the duty of administering the law 
passed bythe legislature know more 


pernaps about the conditions in the 
state than other individuals, and 
yet they were astonished at the 
revelations which their investiga- 
tions brought to light. , 

The valuation of real estate re- 


venled very gross inequalities and 
in a number of instances revealed 
real estate that was not assessed 
at all, and in many instances show- 
ed weds holdings in real estate 
assessed only at a nominal value, 
But, these inequalities and tax eva- 
sions did not compare with the 
startling and almost unbelievable 
tax dodging which was discovered 
with respect to corporate property. 

Tender the rigid and unrelenting 
enforcement of the new system, 
when the work of the tax assessors 
was finished it showed that the 
valuations fixed on real estate by 
the proof taken by the assistant 
tax statisticians was remarkably 
accurate, the assessment of the 
whole state as fixed by the county 
tax assessors being only about 5 
per cent under the value of the 
property as established by proof,

The special session of the lepisla- 
ture in 1920 having declined to ex- 
tend the sliding scale to the 5 cents 
elementary school fund, the revenue 
under this levy increased from 1919 
to 1920, $616,617.93. 

The county courts by their volun- 
tary action, with unlimited authori-

Pension Benefits 
Large; Roll Small. 


The legislature, at its last session, 
appropriated $1,840,000 for pensions 
for the biennial period. 

Also an appropriation was made 
of $20,000 per annum which was set 
apart for the payment of an addi- 
tional $5 per month to each confed- 
erate soldier entitled to a pension, 
who was eighty years of age or 
over. 

There are around 6,000 pensioners 
on the roll, of which 2,500 are ex- 
confederate soldiers, and 3,500 are 
widows of ex-confederaite soldiers. 

The pension roll further shows: 

Six first-class pensioners drawing 
$75 per quarter; second, third and 
fcurth-class pensioners drawing $45 
per quarter; widows drawing $30 
per quarter.

Finest of Weather Wednesday. 

The state of the weather left little 
else to be desired by the candi- 
dates and the voters in that re- 
spect. It was clear all day. At 
the noon hour the rays of a sum- 
mer sun were falling on the city, 
bat early in the morning and late 
in the afternoon, hours when vot- 
ing is always at its heaviest. it was 
pleasantly cool. The ideal day en- 
abled candidates to muster sup- 
porters to the polls who would have 
let unfavorable weather keep them 
away. 

Probably the outstanding feature 
of the day was the activity of the 
women at the voting precincts in 
all wards. At every polling place 
a large group was at work. Many 
of them were active only in behalf 
of the tax restoration, but numer- 
ous women were meeting the voters 
and electioneering for their favor- 
ite candidates. 

The unprecedented part the women 
played at the polls was due to the 
issues involved—police refarmation 
to be decided by the primary, and 
the question of closing the schools 
in the balance at the tax election. 
Quite a number also of female 
workers were at the polls urging 
support for candidates opposed to 
police changes. 

Good Order Prevails. 


Good order prevailed at all the 
precincts. The voters came to the 
polls, ran the gamut of zealous 
workers for the candidates and the 
tax, voted and went away. The 
presence of separate ballot boxes 
in the primary and tax elections 
caused no confusion whatever, and 
if anybody failed to vote in both 
elections it was from choice. 

There were registered to vote in 
the primary 22,036 persons, approxi- 
mately 10,000 of whom were women. 
In the tax election there were eligi- 
ble to cast ballots 27,754 voters, of 
whom 5,178 were negroes. 

No campaign fight of recent years 
has equaled that preceding the elec- 
tion of the aldermen, councilmen and 
other city officials Wedensday. 
Mass meeting after mass meeting 
was held in the different wards, 
and the candidates and their friends 
carried on an intensive personal 
canvass. Nineteen of the thirty 
candidates for aldermen and council- 
men came out flatfooted on a plat- 
form in favor of a sweeping clean- 
up in the affairs of the police de- 
partment, in conformity with the 
recommendations of threee\ grand 
juries and the report of city coun- 
cil’s special bunco investigating 
cammittee.

Trawler Starts 
South on Hunt 
For Treasure Wreck 


New York, August 31.—Bound on 
a quest for more than a million dol- 
lars in sunken treasure, the steam 
trawler Ripple was plowing south 
today. headed for Cape Charles, Va., 
and the submerged wreck of the 
Ward Line steamer Merida. 

The little trawler’s decks were 
littered with eqw@ipment for the sal- 
vaging operations when she sailed 
from here late yesterday, and- her 
crew included Frank Crilley, one of 
the best known of deep sea divers, 
and two assistants. George W. 
Nordstrom, chief officer of the Me- 
rida, when she went down, also was 
aboard to aid in locating the 
wreck. 

The Merida was sunk in about $5 
fathoms of water on May 12, 1911, 
in a collision with the steamship 
| Admiral Farragut. Her cargo in- 
cluded gold and silver bullion val- 
ued at from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 
which she was transporting from 
Havana to New York. 

The Ripple’s salvaging expedition 
is the second undertaken. The first 
effort was made in 1916 and was 
reported to have been financed by 
James A. Stillman, banker, and 
Percy Rockefeller. 

Converse D. West, broker, who is 
one of the backers of the present 
expedition, declared he believed the 
Ripple had a good chance of recov- 
ering the treasure. “It’s a gamble, 
of course,” he said, “but we believe 
wg stake is well worth gambling 
or.’

;of the dividend fluke—and that was the day the stock market as a 
*whole started the recovery—sold up to 102 today. Besides short cov- 
ering, and the coming, stock exchange report there was the news 
today of the decision handed down by the supreme court of Mexico 
restoring ofl properties to private owners. Vice President Wiley, of 
Mexican Petroleum, expressed the belief today that this was a step 
in«the direction of recognition of Mexico by the United States gov- 
ernment. He believes that the decision is very important to our oil 
interest in Mexico.

Review of Iron Age. 

Today’s Iron Age, in its weekly review of trade conditions, states 
“that “varying reports from different branches of the industry show 
‘the balance still on the side of the betterment in demand,”—but it 
was added that “there is as yet no clear indication of progressive 
improvement.” The steel corporation, it was reported, is still operat- 
ing at under 30 per cent of capacity and is showing no change in its 
policy of aggressive competition with the independents. 

All of the $25,000,000 new Brazil 8 per cent bonds were sold 
‘within two hours. This called attention of investment houses to the 
possibilities of finding buyers for outstanding foreign issues selling 
on favorable terms, such as the French 714s, the Belgium 6s, the 
United Kingdom 5%s of 1937. 2 

Chicago reports that building permits for this month totaled over 
$12,000,000 compared with only $5,521,000 for August of 1920, and 
were the largest for any month since last February when the new 
bank buildings costing $11,000,000 were included in the total. 

: During the early strength in the stock market the rails attracted 
much attention, especially the low priced issues, Southern railway 
preferred was up 2% points on rumors that the directors would meet 
and declare the regular semi-annual 2% per cent recently “deferred.” 
Rock Island made a good statement of earnings for July today, re- 
porting $12,285,000 gross against $12,476,000 a year ago with net 
operating income at $2,540,000 against last year’s deficit of $2.394,000. 
Burlington showed a loss of only a few thousand in gross with net 
operating income at $3,159,000 against only $527,000 for July of 1920. 
; \ Operating Income. 

Net operating income of the railroads as a whole for July will 
reach $75,000,000 according to estimates made in Wall street today. 
The $51,000,000 reported for June was the largest since last autumn 
at the peak for 1920. The government guarantee of net income for 
the railroads was based on the average for the three years ended 
giune 30, 1917, the best three years in the. history of our railroads, 
and it provided for interest, dividends and betterments out of surplus 
earnings. The monthly guarantee of the governméfit on this basis 
fluctuated, of courseg with seasonal business, and with interest and 
dividend requirements. For the first six months of the calendar 
year the government guarantee called for $397,000,000, with June at 
$76,000,000. July called for $76,000,000, August $88,000,000, September 
$92,000,000, October $95,000,000, November $84,000,000, December 
$73,000,000, making $507,000,000 for the last half of the year, or $904.,- 
100,000 for the twelve months. If July shows $75,000,000 net operating 
income it will be the first time in many a long month that the gov- 
ernment guarantee was earned. The 6 per cent.called for in the new 
transportation act was based on the government guarantee figures. 

Freight Car Loadings. 

Today’s statement of freight car loadings for the week ending 
August 30 shows an increase of 7,471 compared with the previous 
week. Compared with this time last vear there is still a decrease of 
£21,000 cars and with 1919 a decrease of 96,000. However, the 816,436 
‘oaded/ during the week ending August 30 is a new high record for 
this year. The largest gains were in merchandise and miscellaneous 
freight. That is the kind of traffic that brings in the most money to 
the carriers. The low level for,the year in freight car loadings was 
made during the week ending February 26 at 658,222 cars. 

New Haven’s request for a $8,000,000 10-year government loan to 
meet maturing obligations and make needed improvements has been 
approved by the interstate commerce commission. All the company 
has to do now is to put up collateral that will be approved by the 
commission and treasury authorities as provided for under the new 
transportation act. i . 

Cleveland dispatches report that the National Window Glass labor 
union has agreed to accept a‘28 per cent cut in wages, effective Sep- 
tember 6 and 19. Over 15,000 employees and 60 factories are involved, 
most of which have been idle since last January. According to today’s 
figures from the labor department at Washington, 5,000,000 worke*s 
have had their wagesS-cut on an average of 15.9 per cent from the 
high of last year. 

Today’s Journal of Commerce gives that recognized authority’s 
monthly report on the condition of cotton. The figures are compiled 
from the returns of 1,800 special field correspondents as of August 24. 
On that day the condition of cotton is estimated at 55.01 against 67.08 
a month ago and 69.09, the ten-year average at this time of year. 
This is the most sensational deterioration since October of 1919, and 
in that case the condition was given much higher, 64.79. On the 
figures as of August 24, the crop this year is estimated at only 
7.905.000 bales against 13,000,000 last vear and 16,000,000 for 1914.

Middling 
Wednesday stood $10 a bale higher 
than a week ago. Middling at New 
York declined 55 points to 16.05 
and 387 points at New Orleans to 
15.25; sales at New Orleans, 1,139 
bales. 

No sales were reported here, of- 
fers of 15 1-2 cents per pound be- 
ing refused. There is a general sen- 
timent in favor of holding for high- 
er prices.

VIOLENT DECLINE 
AT NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, August 31.—A_ vio- 
lent decline resulted in the cotton 
market today from the large volume 
of liquidation that came from the 
long side.

er position to new high levels for 
the season, but within a few min-

New York, August 31.—The stock 
market today forfeited a considera- 
ble part of its recent substantial re- 
covery.
